Drntrurtlve Cloud Unrat. 

Cuadron, Nob., May 27. — This section 
of Nebraska was visited by a water-spout 
last night, which has done incalculable 
damage to the crops, swept, away grazins 
live stock and inundated miles of terri- 
tory. It commenced to rain at four 
■ ■'clock Saturday afternoon, coming down 
in veritable torrents. Shortly after six 
o'clock, in the noi th western part of Sawoa 
county, a huge black cloud was seen in 
the heavens, revolving like a cart-wheel. 
Che nearer it approached tho faster it 
revolved. Tho cloud broke in the vicini- 
ty of White river and Lone Tree creek. 
The water came rushing down White river 
ill a solid wall ten feet high. In forty 
minutes the stream had risen sixteen feet. 
A farmer named Sweet came across his 
farm in a boat and said his family and 
house were safe, but he had lost sixteen 
head -of cattle. Five miles of Elk horn 
Valley road are under water and telegraph 
communication destroyed. Great loss of 
life is feared along the path of the rushing 
waters, but it is impossible to get any par- 
ticulars now. Rain is still falling. 

Tin- Sportive Cyclone. 

ChBVBLAND, Ohio, May 2i). — A special 
from Shanes crossing says that a cyclone 
struck that village to-day tearing off the 
third story of S. J. Dull & Company's 
grist mill, unrooting the town hall, a 
grain elevator, Courtrighfc & Cos dry- 
goods store and Shock & Piefler's grocery 
store. The damage amounted to about

Fire In Scotland Yard. 

A fire of mysterious origin occurred in 
Scotland Yard on Saturday night and sin- 
gularly enough it was started in the room 
where the records of dynamiters are kept. 
The circumstances were kept a secret un- 
til to-day when it leaked out through the 
discovery that a commission of inquiry, 
presided over by General Strachan, had 
begun the worK of seeking for tho cause 
of tho fire and fixing tho responsibility 
therefor. All information obtainable at 
Scotland Yard points lo the fact that the 
secret polico are more alert than they 
liaye been for many months and are in 
possession of clues of more importance 
than those usually serving as a basis of 
dynamite scares and police activity in 
connection therewith. 



<;iadslouo Again Sneak*. 

Gladstone made another speech at 
Hawardeti this afternoon, confining him- 
self to the local government bill and in 
the mam repeating the speech of Satur- 
day. The license question, raised by the 
clauses in the bill dealing with the matter 
of permission to traffic in "spirituous 
liquors," has undoubtedly placed tho gov- 
ernment in a serious quandary. Even 
the Times is impelled to confess that the 
Tory position with reference to this ques- 
tion is ono from which there appears to 
bo no oscapo without loss of prestige and 
support, and many of the leaders take a 
still less cheerful view of the situation. 

John Bristol's Illness. 

The illness of John Bright assumed a 
phase which tills his friends with alarm. 
Tho fever is increasing. Other symptoms 
of his malady are less hopeful than this 
afternoon. 

Physicians who examined Bright ex- 
pressed no opinion as to his malady, but 
admitted that his condition is critical. 
Relatives have been summoned and are 
hourly arriving at his home at Rochdale. 

The serious illness of Bright, put a 
damper on to-night's meeting of Chamber- 
Iain's new organization in Birmingham, 
and the Radical leader was compelled to 
conduct tho meeting without the princi- 
pal advertised attraction.

BEHI.IN, May 21. — Much excitement 
was caused ill tho city this morning by 
the report that the Royal theatre had 
fallen, burying a number of people in the 
ruins.

One report had it that a hundred lives 
were lost and twice that number injured. 
The true facts are that while a number of 
workmen were making some alterations in 
the theatre a scaffold, erected on the stage, 
fell, carrying down n number of men who 
were at work upon it. Only one of them 
was killed and about half -a-dozen seriously 
and seven slightly hurt. As the reports 
spread, crowds from all parts of tho city 
Hocked to the scene and in a short time 
several thousand people had gathered in 
tho vicinity of the theatre. One of the 
first to hasten to the spot was nono less 
than the Empress herself. When the 
true facts were learned tho crowd quickly 
dispersed. Tlie Empress, however, made 
persistent enquiries as to the condition of 
the injured, nnd subscribed a handsome 
purse for tho relief of their families.

Passports will be valid for 
eight weeks and capable of prolongation 
in special cases. French niilitnircs (ac- 
tive or retired) must obtain a spooiui resi- 
dence permit in addition to the required 
passports.

The (las Explosion Disaster. 

Montreal, .May 27. The most torrihlo 
disaster known here for many years oc- 
curred on Saturday morning at the 
Hochelagu gas works. The new gasometer 
was Hearing completion and some twenty 
men were working. A safety lamp was 
taken inside tho gas tank shortly after 8 
o'clock and instantly there was a terrible 
explosion caused, it is now said, by tire 
damp, and all tho workmen were engulfed 
in the ruins. Immediately willing hands 
rushed to the scene and hospital ambu- 
lances and the tire brigade were sum- 
moned. The firemen, w ho on their arri- 
val went down among the debris in search 
of the bodies, met with many of. icles, 
but bravely managed to keep t heir foot 
among tons of iron, mortar and brick 
which wero thrown up in every con 
ceivable shape. 

Four men wero killed instantly and 
the remainder wore badly injured, two 
so badly that thoy cannot recover. Tlie 
dead are: S. Bell, 47, w ho leaves a widow 
and live young children; John Angel, 22, 
married, no children ; Samuel McAfee, 
20, unmarried; Joseph Angel, unmarried; 
and Thus. Stacy, 27, Indian of Caughua- 
Waga. The wounded were: Angus Guy, 
27, also Caughnawaga Indian; George 
Fishor, 24, native of Ohio; Gerald 
Donahue, 27; Robert Colquhoun, ;i7: 
Thomas O'Brien. Others aro miss- 
ing but the number cannot be 
learned until the pay roll is called. Tho 
force of tho explosion was heard many 
miles around. Tho general opinion is 
there were about, nine men inside the 
building, including painters and filters, 
the hitter working on tho gasometer. As 
the whole of the sad affair seems to be in- 
volved in deep mystery, which will pro- 
bably be satisfactorily explained when 
some victim now in the hospital will have 
sufficiently recovered to give a cor- 
rect version of tho occurrence. The 
amount of loss to the company 
is given as 820,000. To any person 
who knows the value of bricks, mortar 
and labor double that money would seem 
to be a low estimate. This course has no 
reference to the loss of lifo and conse- 
quent expense. One of those who looked 
tho matter over is certain the company 
will be lucky to escape with 800,000 loss. 

Montreal, May 28. — The inquest 
on the victims of Saturday's disaster 
at tho gas works began this morning. 
An unusually intelligent jury was 
sworn in. After medical evidence on the 
cause of death was taken, the jury viewed 
the remains of the victims and adjourned 
until to-morrow. Little doubt now exists 
that tho explosion was caused by gas. As 
the result of damage to property, gas 
stock fell four points to-day, but directors 
say there will be no loss to shareholders 
as contingencies are fully provided for.

Montreal, May 28. — Rev. AbbeGairo, 
of Alsace-Lorraine, arrived in t his city 
en. route for tho Northwest, where he is 
going to mako large purchases of land on 
which to settle emigrants from his pro- 
vince. 

The Intcr-I'rovliiclal Resolutions. 

Quebec, May 28. —It is evidently the 
intention of the Conservatives in the as- 
sembly to oppose the Quebec resolutions 
at t very stage, and it is hinted the coun- 
cil may follow the example of the lower 
province brethren and throw out the res- 
olutions. When Mr. Mercier moved the 
second reading of the bill concurring in 
the resolutions in tho assembly this after- 
noon, Flynn, who now is really leader of 
tho opposition, moved an amendment that 
several resolutions wore inimical to the 
fundamental principles of the constitution, 
and if adopted, would in many cases de- 
prive us of tho advantage of responsible gov- 
ernment. That a certain number of the res- 
olutions were not of sufficient importance 
to justify an amendment of the constitu- 
tion and that relating to subsidies paid by 
the Dominion to tho provinces was not in 
keeping with the principles sanctioned by 
the house in 1883-84, and that the house 
did not feel it to be its duty to approve of 
the resolutions in their entirety. No dis- 
cussion took place and tho house at once 
divided. The amendment was defeated 
by 27 to 18 in a small house. The reso- 
lutions bill was then read the second 
time and will be taken up in committee 
at a later day when the conservatives 
intend to move amendments to each reso- 
lution and tight them to tho bitter end. 

The Deadly Diphtheria. 

Diphthoria is raging in Chateau Richer 
parish, this side of La Bonne St. Anne, 
taking from threo to four victims in many 
families. The Cure has recommended 
public prayers to arrest the progress of 
the scourge. 

To Welcome Lord Stanley. 

The Council resolved to present an ad- 
dress of welcome to Lord Stanley of Pres- 
ton on his arrival next week. Speaking 
for the Irish element, Hon. John Hearn 
said he would join tho presentation with 
the greatest pleasure. 

Discovery urMainictlc Ore. 

Kingston, May 27. — Officers of the 
military college have byinvestigation with 
a solar compass and inclinometer, discov- 
ered that magnetic ore exists in the neigh- 
borhood of the city and near tho surface. 

A Starlllnic Announcement. 

Tho mayor received a startling docu- 
ment in tho shapo of a letter announcing 
ill tho naino of the grand council of the 
universe of the brotherhood of all 
branches of socialists, that he must die on 
the 1st, of June, and that in the language 
of gunpowder.

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Mr. Sandford Fleming, O.M.G., has 
received letters from Australia and New 
Zealand in reference to the proposed cable 
between Canada and tho Colonies. The 
Premiers of Victoria, New Zealand and 
Queensland have given expression to their 
warm desire to see tho cable laid at tho 
earliest opportunity, and there would 
seem now to bo no ground for believing 
that the other Colonial governments will 
not heartily co-operate in the scheme. 
Mr. Fleming has information from Eng- 
land that the Imperial Government has 
determined to survey the route, a survey, 
ing ship having already been despatched 
for that purpose. In the Melbourne 
Argus, of April 3rd, the following appears: 

"Admiral Fairfax has received orders 
from the Admiralty directing the employ- 
ment of H.M.S. Egeria, now on the way 
from Hobart to Sydney, in surveying a 
route for mail steamers and for the laying 
of a cable between British Columbia and 
Australia. The work will occupy three 
years, will cover an expanse of water 200 
miles wido for the entire dtstanco across 
the Pacific. It is impossible to name the 
exact point on tho Australian coast from 
which the survey will start, but the route 
will be by way of the uorthermost point 
of Now Zealand, passing Fiji to British 
Columbia and connecting with tho CP. R. " 

The Egeria reached Auckland, New 
Zealand, before the mail left on April 
20th and was immediately placed on the 
dry dock. Since then it has been aacer- 
tiined that she. sailed from Auckland on 
May 2nd to commence .surveying opera- 
tions. The recent annexation of the 
Christmas, Fanning and Penryhn Islands 
as coaling stations will, it is thought, 
have an important bearing on the cable 
enterprise. When the proper time arrives 
t here is little doubt but that our govern- 
ment will substantially recognize the pro- 
ject.

THERE were some wise heads after all 
in tho Intorprovincial Conference, and 
thoy must have put in a good deal of their 
time demolishing the schemes of the 
Quebec Premier. According to the otli- 
cial record j k issued, the suppresed part 
of Mr. Mei . ior's speech at the opening 
session embodied proposals that the Do- 
minion should surrender to the provinces 
the right to impose excise duties; that the 
provinces should have re-transferred to 
them tho culling and measurement of 
timber; that tho provinces should be con- 
ceded tho power of imposing export duties 
on the produce of the forest and mine, 
and that tho right of imposing provincial 
license taxes should bo extended so as to 
cover all kinds of trades and industries. 

Well wishes of the Canadian Confed- 
eration will not have their regard for the 
demands of tho I nterprovincial Confer- 
ence heightened by a perusal of the fol- 
lowing minute entered on tho record of 
proceedings at the request of Hon. Mr. 
Longley, one of the Nova Scotia minis- 
ters : 

In view of recent movements in the 
province of Nova Scotia, the representa- 
tives of that province desire to place on 
record that they participate in the delib- 
erations of this conference upon the un- 
derstanding that, while they join the 
representatives of the sister provinces in 
seeking reforms in matters which are of 
common interest, they do so without pie- 
judice to the right of the Government, 
Legislature or people of Nova Scotia to 
take any course that may in future bo by 
them doomed desirable with a view to the 
separation of the province from the Do 
minion. 

The movement that would meet with 
favor from men, whose first political as- 
piration is to break up the Dominion, 
needs not to be characterized. 

The contest between the ocean steam- 
ship companies in speod and luxury of 
service is entering on a new phase. The 
hunan steamship, "City of New York," 
will bo the largest vessel afloat, and is, of 
her kind, intended to be the fastest. At 
present the "Umbria," the "Burgoyne" 
and tho "Lahn" may be regarded as types 
of the highest development of the com- 
bined art of the ship-builder and tho en- 
gineer. But the new grade of vessels, of 
which the "City of New York" is the pio- 
neer, will be, on the average, lifty feet 
longer than the largest of those now run- 
ning, and is expected to beat the best 
record yet made by ten or twelve hours. 
Tho first trip of this great Inman or 
International liner, the "City of New 
York" will bo made in August, and her 
sister ship, tho "City of Paris," will bo 
ready by next spring. Tho White Star 
company has one steamer of similar size 
and engine capacity laid down at Belfast, 
mid the Cunard company is said lobe pre- 
paring for a steamer able to compote with 
those above mentioned. The new boats 
of the Hamburg- American line will not be 
greatly, if any, inferior to these. So that 
there will bo at an early date sailing out 
of the port of New York, such a fleet of 
steamships as will command the admira- 
tion of the world. It is rather a melan- 
choly, and should be somewhat of a 
galling reflection that American ship- 
builders have no share in this contest of 
giants, and are not likely t<> as tilings now 
look. 

The New York Mail ami Express has 
tho following: "We are going ahead to 
knock out the publishers who aro nwt in 
the combine," was tho remark of Mr. W. 
1$. Penfold to-day, when asked about the 
reported publishers' trust. Ho was found 
superintending a lot of carpenters on the 
two tipper storeys of a big building near 
tho dry-goods district. He said that he 
and Edward F. Hollis had perfected a 
process where ordinary type-setting could 
lie largely discounted, and that a number 
of publishers had formed a syndicate to 
re-publish foreign bunks by it at rates 
that would astonish peoplo. He would 
not name the publishers who aro in the 
scheme, except the "Argyle" company. 
He said that he was putting $10,000 into 
the plant and that it would be ready for 
work in a week. By the process, Mr. 
Po'ufold claims, which is secret, a page of 
print measuring five by ten inches, which 
costs . $7- 00 to set up in typo and electro- 
type, can bo prepared for from §1 to $2. 
The process" aopeilds largely on tho use of 
photography and gelatine sheets. From 
the plates thus prepared it is claimed 
that 200,000 clear impressions can be 
taken. A prominent publisher and nil; 
porter of foreign books, when asked about 
the matter, said that the books already on 
tho market produced by the process could 
not compare with those printed from 
electro plates. He added that none of 
tho leading publishers belong to tho syn- 
dicate, and he did not appear to be 
alarmed over the prospective competition 
of tho "combine."

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AMERICAN HISTORY. 

American tmllfltorahee to Wlmt Should 
Be the MtiHt IntaroHtliiK Stuilv. 

To whatever cattso it may bo <lu<>, 
the faot remains that, beyond a few 
namos and dates fixed in mind bv 
study in boyhood, the avonigo Ameri- 
can has only the haziest knowloilgo oi 
the history of his own country prior 
to the civil war. Ho has no oxacl 
knowledge of ealier events. For his 
life lie could not give an adequate It 1 1; 
of the policy of colonial America, or 
statu the relations of England to her 
American dependencies, Ho hits n 
cloudy notion that t ho revolutionary 
war began with the battle of Lexing- 
ton, and was waged to assert the 
sacred truth that "taxa' ion withou' 
represent 1 1 ion is tyranny." but ex- 
cept that an unknown tax, c.illed the 
"Sill Hip act," was levied bv England, 
lie could tint tell why his ancestors 
took up arms against kind rod .and 
friends <if the mother country. Al- 
though ninny diligent and pains- 
taking writers have published v,i li- 
able works upon American history, 
f i w eil'zuns nf this day know any 
tliil.g of the diplomatic schemes i f 
Ben j mini Franklin, John Adams, Ar- 
thur L 'a and Sil Diane, which, 
by obtaining the French alli- 
a< ce and securing loans from 
the bankers of Amsterdam, 
contributed qnito as much :is actual 
warfare to the final success of the 
•*om but tied fanners." Of later events, 
such as the origin of the war of 1812 
oxc-pl a false notion llial il sutll d 
the alleged rigl t of England to ini- 
] re-s American seamen; iho invention 
a id promulgation of the Monroe doc- 
trine, and the important events of the 
ad n. in ist ration of John Qtn'ney Adams, 
lib rally-educated Americans know 
less than ihoy know about the politics 
of thu Athenians under Pericles. Now, 
while it Is undoubtedly an inalienable 
right of a free-born American to read 
or do what ho pleases, yet if hu choose 
to keep his mind empty of his own 
lrsiory he must not be surprised if his 
ignorance is ascribed to dullness of 
intellect. Yet such all opinion would 
lie highly unjust. Americans have 
always been well informed of the 
events in the ancient and modern his- 
tory of foreign countries. The groat 
■works of Gibbon, Hiinie and Macatilcy 
are ahnosl as common in American 
family libraries as the Bible. In fael 
many commou-school-bred American 
lioys and girls could easily instruct 
K .ropoans upon the history of E trope, 
though their parents Hud it hard work 
to remember what happened on 
American soil. — Boston Ulobc. 



PSYCHOLOGY OF VOLITION. 

Why 11 Fellow Likes to Lie Abel mi 
Colli, Cliourlcss Morning. 
We all know what it is lo get out of 
bed on a freezing morning in a room 
without a lire, and how Iho very vital 
principle within us protests agains: 
the old al. Probably most of us have 
lain on certain mornings for an hour 
at a time unable to brace ourselves lo 
the ordeal. We think how late we 
siall be. how the duties of the day 
will suffer; we say: "1 niusl got up, 
til's is ignominious," etc.; but still the 
Warm coucli feels too delicious, the 
cold outside too cruel, and resolution 
faints away and postpones itself again 
and again ju-t as it seems on the 
verge of bursting the resistance 
and passing over into the decisive 
act. N.iw, how do we ever get 
up under such circuuntnnccs? If 1 
may generalize from my own ex- 
perience we more often than not gel 
up wil hout any struggle or di cisioii at 
ail. We suddenly find that wo have 
got iip. A forluua'o lapse of con- 
sciousness occurs; we forget both the 
v arivitli and the cold; we fall into 
some reverio connected with the dav's 
life, in the course of which the idea 
flashes across us, ••Hullo! I must lie 
here no longer" — an idea which al 
that lucky instant awakens no con- 
tradictory or paralyzing suggestions, 
and consequently produces immedi- 
ately its appropriate motor effects. It 
was our acute consciousness of both 
th • warmth and the cold during the 
period of struggle, which paralyzed 
our activity then and kept our idea of 
rising in the condition of wish and not 
of the will. Th.- moment these in- 
hibitory ideas ceased the original idea 
ex rted its e fleets. The case seems to 
me to contain in miniature form the 
da'e for an entire psychology of voli- 
tion. — Sr.ribner's Magazine. 



Measuring Thought. 

A delicate electrical apparatus has 
been devised which measures and 
records the duration of time to 110 - 
000 of a second. By its use it is pos- 
sible, to determine how long it lakes 
to think. The process of thought 
varies yi ils degree of rapidity indif- 
ferent individuals, children and old 
persons thinking slowor than people 
of middle age. ignorant people think- 
ing more slowly than educated per- 
sons. I i this way the experimenter, 
Dr. Cm tell, found be could measure 
the time il lakes to perceive — that is, 
the time which passes from the 
moment when the impression reaches 
consciousness until the moment al 
which we know what, it is. In his 
own caii) he found that it look 1-20 
second lo see white light, 1-10 second 
lo see a picture, 1-8 to see a letter, 
arid "1-7. Iosco a work. "Will lime," 
or time taken up in choosing, can be 
measured. Il lakes 1-18 second to 
judge between bine aid red. The 
time of rolnOmbori g can be meas- 
ured. Ii takes \ second to translate a 
word from one language lo another 
when both are familiar. I; has been 
demonstrated that sensation does not 
Iravel through the nerves to the brain 
so fast as has been supposed, Ii 
speed is not much greater than GO 
miles an ln.ur. — Chwago News.

The main branch oi 
Iho sacred tree was severed, leaving 
only a stem of four fool; but whether 
this is in height or circumference is no' 
staled. What remains of our present 
informal io 1 nui^l be of interest to stu- 
dents ol ritual.

Sunday Night's l ire, 

M. Voting, of the New England bakery, 
who gave the first alarm of Sunday night's 
lire, says that the statement that streams 
of water were playing on the fire four 
minutes after the first tap of the bell is in- 
correct. -He and others .state that if was 
fully fifteen minutes before two small 
streams were playing, and that it was 
twenty-five minutes before steam was up 
in the engines sufficient for working. If 
these statements are correct, and tint per- 
sons aro prepared to swear to their ac- 
curacy, there certainly is room for vast 
improvement, It is generally understood 
that steam is kept up to a curtain point 
all tho time, so that the engine may bo 
ready for work on reaching a fire. If 
this system is not followed it should be, 
andthatof automatic contrivances for has- 
tening tho departure of tho engines also 
introduced. Every minute counts after 
the commencement of a fire, and the do- 
lay of five or ton minutes through lack of 
appliances, or through neglect, might be 
tho causo of largo destruction of proper- 
ty'.. After tho machinery got in 
working order at the Government 
street lire it is said that tho depart- 
ment worked woll and did good 
service, but if tho delay in starting work 
as assorted above occurred, then there 
should bo some steps taken to bring mat- 
ters into better almpo. The city pays n 
good sum for its lire protection, and tho 
system should be brought down to as film 
a point as possible.

A SAD STORY. 

The Career of JIIsh Mary 8. Gllpln-SUe Is 
Adjudged insane at Xacoms. 

The Tacoma Ledger contains a sad story 
of an old woman who was adjudged in- 
sane by tho probate judgo on Tuesday of 
last week. Her name is Miss Mary S. 
Gilpin, born in Philadelphia in 1807. 
Sho received a fair education and was 
then sent abroad to complete it. She was 
very bright and her favorite studios were 
history, geography and philology. She 
became a tine linguist, learning each 
language in the country whore it was 
spoken in its purity. MiBs Gilpin has a 
remarkable memory and can trace tho 
history of almost every nation through 
the minutest details. As tho years 
passed by and age grew on apace her 
mind began to fail. For many years sho 
lived with her brother Wb. Gilpin, one 
of the first governors of Colorado, and 
ono of the wealthiest men in that Btato 
to-day; but taking umbrage at something, 
she left his homo and came to Washing- 
ton Territory in 1881. 

One of her peculiarities is making ex- 
cursions, and shortly after arriving on the 
Sound she went to Sitka, on a ninety-day 
excursion ticket. Failing to tako the r»- 
turn steamer, sho was refuted passage 
afterwards on tho ticket, became angry 
and remained there for nearly throe years. 
During most of the past year sho has boon 
living at Whatcom whore sho still has 
money in bank. Sho also lias lnoney 
in banks at Port Townsend, Victoria, San 
Francisco and Linden, besides roal estato 
in Philadelphia, Delaware, Colorado and 
Washington Territory. She would leave 
the money in these various banks, so that 
sho would have money for sure when she 
rehired to the place on an excursion. She 
made a will recently, appointing six ex- 
ecutors, one a resident of Philadelphia, 
ono of Sitka, one of New York, one of 
Victoria, one of Port Townsend and Capt. 
Carroll, of the steamship Ancon. 

These parties she ex pocted to assemble 
after her death and execute the provisions 
of her will. Sho lived like a miser, in 
squalor and wretchedness, as one suffering 
penury, and when her friends would send 
her clothing she would sell them and 
hoard up the money. Her brother, ex- 
Governor Gilpin, of Colorado, finally be- 
came uneasy and sent his attorney, who 
arrived at Tacoma about two weeks ago 
and went straight to Whatcom where tho 
woman lived, but she (lately refused to re- 
turn to her brother's homo, and Mr. Dil- 
lon, the attorney, applied to tho probate 
com t. Tho woman was forced to appear 
and was adjudged insane and ordered 
back to Colorado. At the trial she kept 
up a regular Bow of conversation, using 
the purest English, giving abundant evi- 
dence of her education. At times her 
talk was incoherent, disjointed and 
showed that her reason was "like sweet 
bells, jangled, out of time and harsh."
